Calumet May Havea 2-Year-Old: 


The Trainers Plug for Belmont 


A serious lack in the Calumet armament 
this vear has been an absence of remuner- 
ative 2-year-olds. and without them the sta- 
ble has been able to earn only $1,200,000 
or so thus far. give or take $100.000. 
whereas last year Citation, Bewitch, Free 
America. and others were running in regu- 
larly with currency in large denominations. 

But the notion here is that one came un- 
veiled in the Champagne Stakes last Satur- 
day. The Calumet entry was a maiden 
named Flying Dise. which in five starts had 
managed to earn $950. largely because. 
after he had finished third at seven fur- 
longs. a disqualification moved him up to 
second place. He had previously run at 
distances ranging from five to six furlongs, 
and had never been than 
lengths. 

He is a chestnut son of Sun Again and 
Lady Peace, the latter dam of Miss Keene- 
land. which was almost as good as Twi- 
light Tear at two, but was considerably 
more bat-headed at three. This one re- 
minds me of his grandsire. Sun Teddy. 
though he seems bigger and stronger. Sun 
Teddy. you may recall, almost beat Gran- 
ville for the Travers of 1936. and in fact 
might have beaten him had the race been 
truly run. There were two fouls, one by 
the Calumet entry and one by the Belair 
entry. and the stewards canceled them off 
and let the result stand. But Sun Teddy 
was getting to Granville at the end. 

I remember Sun Teddy chiefly for a 
panther-like quality in the way he moved 
his hindquarters, and this Flying Dise has 
the same sort of motion. He is a big bull 
of a colt. very strong behind, and appar- 
ently it takes him a while to get to going. 
He was nowhere much for the first six fur- 
longs of the Champagne, but in the stretch 
he began mowing down horses. He fin- 
ished third, beaten a length, but going 
faster than the leaders. 

Maybe he isn’t as much as I think. but 
I'd hate to be training a Pimlico Futurity 
eligible, for instance, and to think that this 
animal was walking around with a maiden 
allowance. He’s in the Kentucky Jockey 
Club Stakes, among other things, so Louis- 
ville may get a sight of him.

EQUALITY. There is a tendency on 
the part of most states to avoid argument 
by pretending that one track is as good as 
another, whether it is or not. In Maryland, 
for instance, Pimlico, which holds first- 
class racing, gets 25 days, and Bowie, 
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which holds racing, has just as many. In 
New York the policy has been to allot the 
downstate dates about equally among the 
four Long Island racing associations, just 
as if the quality of racing and the condi- 
tions of racing were about the same. 

Last week the American Trainers’ Asso- 
ciation, of which Max Hirsch is currently 
president. wrote identical letters to the 
five New York associations and the state 
racing commission, requesting that Bel- 
mont Park be given 68 days in 1949, in- 
stead of the 43 it had in 1948. The letters 
cited facts of purse distribution, in which 
Belmont leads all other tracks by a large 
margin, and of training and stabling facili- 
ties—the ratio of Belmont, Aqueduct, 
Jamaica. and Empire City, in order, is 


about 12, 5. 3, and 0. They made the 
point that. on whatever grounds, Belmont 
deserved 40 per cent of the downstate 
dates. 

How this will come out, deponent 
wouldn’t say. There is definitely a grow- 
ing group which is tired of Empire City 
acting like a race track when actually it 
is a state of mind. This observer doesn’t 
entirely share this attitude, but it would 
be poor reporting to pretend it doesn’t 
exist. However the Trainers’ Association 
drew no bead on Empire City. It didn’t 
suggest where the extra days were to come 
from—just said that Belmont ought to 
have them. 

When you consider that Aqueduct and 
Jamaica. between them, couldn’t put on a 


good 40-day race meeting without Belmont, 
and that Belmont could run all year with- 
out either of the other two, you see some 
point to the suggestion. 


TOUR. If you have any doubt that na- 
tions behave like children, listen to this 
one. You will remember *Endeavour 2nd, 
which came up to run in the Gold Cup last 
year, and was training quite well last win- 
ter when he got an ankle. Well, some time 
ago his owner, Jorge de Atucha, sold him 
to Mrs. C. E. Person, formerly Mrs. J. H. 
Whitney. 

But *Endeavour 2nd had been allowed 
out of Argentina on a sort of pass—l do 
not go in much for international details. 
Anyway. so help me, before Mrs. Person 
could take *Endeavour 2nd to her Llan- 
gollen Farm in Virginia and put him in 
the stud, he had to be loaded and shipped 
to Argentina and put his foot on the 
ground, and then shipped back under some 
different kind of permit. He got in Sep- 
tember 29, and I suppose he ought to ap- 
pear now as **Endeavour 2nd. since he 
has been imported twice. But this sort of 
thing shakes your faith in the UN , if you 
had any. 

Horatio Luro, who trained *Endeavour 
2nd here, says he’s the fastest horse he 
ever trained, and that before he went 
wrong he was outworking *Talon and 
*Rico Monte. He wanted to send *En- 
deavour 2nd to Kentucky, but Mrs. Person 
was inclined to give a slight preference to 
her own mares. Anyway, she thinks he 
may go soundly enough to race next year, 
and add some North American lustre to 
the first-flight record he made in Argen- 
tina. The ankle’s getting along fine, she 
said. 

At this El Gran Senor looked suddenly 
suspicious. *Endeavour 2nd had _ barely 
decked and been vanned to Virginia, and 
this was the same day. 

“What do you know about his ankle?” 
he asked. 

“I took the bandage off and put it on 
again while you weren’t looking,” said 
*Endeavour 2nd’s new owner.

STAKES AND HORSES 


Citation Affirms His Greatness: 


An Omaha Equals Mile Record 


Citation moved into action twice in Bel- 
mont Park’s closing week and settled a few 
things for good. Once at a mile and once 
at two miles he took on top-class competi- 
tion from older horses. at weight for age. 
On both occasions he toyed with his op- 
ponents as if they were from a slightly dif- 
ferent breed. 

In the Sysonby Mile on the Wednesday 
he beat First Flight. Coaltown, Star Re- 
ward. Spy Song, and Natchez. In the two- 
mile Jockey Club Gold Cup on the Satur- 
day he galloped in front all the way, left 
behind him a strung-out field—-Phalanx. 
*Beauchef. *Miss Grillo. Conniver. Rose 
Beam, and the South American * Doubtless 
2nd. (The last named. in the U. S. 
last winer. has worked well, but in three 
starts in this country has not approximated 
his Argentinian form.) Between the first 
and the last horses in the race was a spread 
of about 65 lengths. 


since 


Neither race was a contest. Citation sim- 
ply won as Eddie Arcaro pleased. The 
nonchalant manner of his victories left the 
conviction that he has at his merey Empire 
City’s big international race. the Gold Cup. 
to be run October 16. 

Also left. in the minds of many horse- 
men, was the conviction that Man o° War 
at last has been superseded as the greatest 
of American Thoroughbreds. In the Mon- 
day morning mail at THe Brioop-Horse 
office was a note from James M. Holmes, 
not a horseman but a good rememberer. 
Citation is the best. it said. The same day 
the Associated Press carried interviews 
with Max Hirsch. Bill Finnegan, and Andy 
Schuttinger—none of whom be 
knocked with a feather. They all 
plumped for Citation. “He’s the greatest 
horse I've ever seen.” said Hirsch, without 
qualification.

Many a youngster, with no memory of 
Big Red’s overwhelming power. had _ al- 
ready claimed Citation the greatest. Now 
the old-timers were climbing on the band- 
wagon. 


OTHER DIVISIONS. In other areas 
the Belmont meeting—which ended Octo- 
ber 2, giving way to Jamaica—furnished 
important new items for the year’s sum- 
mary. 

The one-mile Champagne Stakes. which 
frequently attracts top 2-year-olds. drew 
Ocean Drive and Algasir to challenge the 
longer distance. (Blue Peter and Myrtle 
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Charm were finished for the year.) But 
three comparatively new developments 
took over at the finish. Greentree Stable’s 
Capot, first of the produce of the good 
racer Piquet to live long enough for racing. 
held a narrow lead through the stretch to 
beat Alfred Vanderbilt's Stone Age, an 
improving son of *Bahram and the good 
mare Petrify. Just behind them came an- 
other promising youngster, Calumet Farm’s 
Flying Dise. a maiden half brother. by 
Sun Again, to the stakes winners Son of 
Peace and Miss Keeneland. 

In the Ladies Handicap on Tuesday. 
September 28. Miss Request beat an ex- 
cellent field under high weight. It was the 
tenth year in succession a 3-year-old has 
won this important race over older mares. 
Her victory was an easy one. 

The Grand National Steeplechase. run 
Friday. brought a victory for Paul Mellon’s 
Rokeby Stable. whose American Way got 
the better of Tourist List at the very end 
of the country’s best known jumping race. 


BILLINGS. At the Hawthorne track in 
Chicago R. W. Mellvain’s handsome Bill- 
ings backed up Citation and Miss Request 
in advancing the reputation of the current 
crop of 3-year-olds.

Citation’s Sysonby Mile, his first start in the East 
since he won the Belmont Stakes on June 12, was 
little more than a workout for the two-mile Jockey 
Club Gold Cup. In both races he met top-class 
competition from his elders, in both he smothered 
the opposition as effectively as he has been doing 
all year in the 3-year-old ranks. 

In the Sysonby he and his stablemate Coaltown 
paid 1 to 10. Eddie Arearo kept him behind Spy 
Seng’s pace for half a mile, took over in an eye- 
winking, and needed only a last quarter in 254% 
seconds to win by three lengths. 


In the Gold Cup, one of America’s surest tests 
of stamina, Citation was 3 to 10. He galloped in 
front all the way, won easing up by seven lengths, 
but apparently tired. Phalanx, making his second 
start of the year (hock trouble has kept him on 
the shelf), at the finish was a dozen lengths ahead 
of *Beauchef and *Miss Grillo, which reached 
the wire a head apart. 

Citation’s rich takings of the week left him still 
in third place on the list of leading money win- 
ners, but with a total of $744,650 he was in striking 
distance of Armed’s $773,700, and Stymie’s $911,335 
seemed just over the hill. The next strike will 
come soon, in Empire City’s international Gold 
Cup, $100,000 added, to be run October 16 at 
Belmont Park.

LESLIE COMBS Il Farm 
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War Admiral Leads the Sires 
Of 2-Year-Old Money Winners 


The last previous 2-year-old sire list was 
published in Tue BLoop-Horse of June 26 
(page 649). It accounted for the racing 
through June 15. 

The tabulation presented here, account- 
ing for most of the racing through Septem- 
ber 25. shows several changes among the 
leading sires in point of money won by 
their offspring, which is the principal 
means used to gauge success at stud in the 
United States. 

But it is not all change. Eight of the 
current leaders were in the top group as 
of June. Foremost of these is War Ad- 
miral. In the June tabulation his total of 
$54,100 gave him a narrow lead (less than 
$300) over Eternal Bull. Since then the 
stakes winners Blue Peter, Mr. Busher, 
and The Admiral have put him far ahead. 

Requested, another of the up-and-coming 
young sires, has been supported by some 
up-and-doing juveniles. The stakes win- 
ners Prince Quest and Model Cadet, and 
five other winners. have moved him to sec- 
ond place. 

Alsab is another newcomer. Stakes wins 
by Myrtle Charm and Alsab’s Day have 
put him among the leaders. Ramillies, 
North Wales’ young stallion represented 
by his first crop of foals, has seven winners 
of 14 races. His foremost representative 
is the filly Egretta, which has won three 
stakes and placed in three others. 

Eternal Bull and the syndicate-owned 
Tiger are tied for the lead (23 each) in 
the most-wins category. In the June tally, 
Eternal Bull led with 14; Tiger had only 
three. 

The scorecard showing the sires of the 
most winners presents an altogether new 
appearance. Balladier, Good Goods, Pet- 
rose, and Roman were among the leaders 
in June which are still in the top group.

Horace N. Davis 


Dies Suddenly 


Horace N. Davis. owner of Blue Grass 
Heights Farm at Lexington, suffered a 
cerebral hemorrhage on Saturday, Octo- 
ber 2, and died just before midnight at 
the Good Samaritan Hospital. He had 
been in ill health for the last few years. 
but his sudden death was quite unexpected. 

Born in Fayette County, Kentucky. June 
27, 186, Mr. Davis was graduated from 
the University of Kentucky’s College of 
Engineering. He had followed his pro- 
fession as a civil engineer only a year or 
so when his father died, leaving an in- 
heritance with which he purchased what is 
known as Blue Grass Heights Farm on 
the Old Frankfort Pike near Lexington. 
just over the hill from the late Col. E. R 
Bradley’s Idle Hour Stock Farm. Colonel 
Bradley, just beginning his stud opera- 
tions, at that time had less acreage than 
was needed to accommodate his horses, and 
asked his neighbor to board some of his 
mares. 

This led to a considerable business in 
boarding horses, and eventually Mr. Davis 
became a breeder in his own right. In 
partnership with Colonel Bradley he bred 
the 1932 Kentucky Derby winner Burgoo 
King. At his farm were foaled most of 
the produce of the two noted mares Kippy 
and Sox. He bred the stakes winners 
Sazerac, Spillway. Watch Over, and Black 
Badge. and in partnership with his brother 
J. Berry Davis bred the stakes winners 
Tearout and Roman Flag. 

The most successful stroke of his career 
came during the depression year of 1933. 
when he purchased for $900 the then 8- 
year-old stallion *Cohort. which had stood 
at his farm under the ownership of Her- 
bert Pulitzer. *Cohort’s get. then just be- 
ginning to race. have earned more than 
$2.000.000. 

Mr. Davis, quiet. intelligent, easy-man- 
nered, enjoyed many friendships among 
horsemen. Among his survivors are his 
second wife; a son, Dr. Horace N. Davis. 
Jr., now a practicing veterinarian in Lex- 
ington; a daughter. Mrs. Butler H. Dur- 
ham, of Lexington; a sister and two 
brothers. J. Berry Davis, one of the 
brothers, has been a Thoroughbred breeder 
on a small scale for a good many years.

TENNESSEE RACES AGAIN 


In the first decade of the century most 
of the United States sent racing to the 
cleaners, left it to soak indefinitely. Ten- 
nessee racing was washed out with the 
rest, 

On Saturday, October 2. under the 
auspices of the up-and-doing Thorough- 
bred Club of Tennessee. the State which 
once was the leader in race horse breeding 
had its first day of flat racing since 1906. 
Under the energetic direction of Jack W. 
Denis. president of the Thoroughbred Club 
of Tennessee. six races were run over the 
mile course which coincides in part with 
the Iroquois steeplechase beau- 
tifully laid out in a huge natural amphi- 
theatre in Warner Park, owned by the 
city of Nashville.

They gave no indication of pressing 
at once for racing legislation in the State. 
They simply wanted to have a day of flat 
racing once a year. But they were fol- 
lowing an old pattern leading to the es- 
tablishment of racing. Asked about their 
long-range objectives they had little to 
say. In that little the words Keeneland, 
Delaware Park, non-profit appeared most 
often. In the back of their heads was le- 
galized non-profit racing, and a law to 
hold it to that basis. But they were not 
hoping too fast.

Goes to Migoli 


The worm finally turned. An English 
colt. the Aga Khan’s Migoli, captured 


France’s leading international race on 
Sunday, October 3. 
While French owners have pounded 


steadily at the English stakes, the English 
have kept busier with defense than with 
counter-offensive, largely because the 
French stakes are not so valuable as those 
in England. But sharp-eyed Prince Aly 
Khan. who manages his father’s racing af- 
fairs, found a chink in the French armor. 

When it appeared that the 144-mile Prix 
de l’Are de Triomphe would have no Ar- 
bar, no Tenerani, no Black Tarquin, Prince 
Aly decided to try for it with the excep- 
tionally dependable Migoli. 

Migoli won by a neck from Marcel 
Boussac’s Nirgal (by *Goya 2nd). with 
the French Derby winner Bey third in the 
field of 14. The two leading Italian 3-year- 
old fillies, Astolfina and Trevisana. were 


among the unplaced. The winner was at 
odds of 10 to 1, ran the 2.400 meters in 
2:31 3/5, earned about $16,000.

Prices Run High 
For Made Horses 


The market for yearlings has receded 
this year. largely as a result of greatly in- 
creased production. But it appears un- 
likely that there was ever a stronger de- 
mand for horses in training, especially 
those with established reputations. A two- 
day paddock sale held by the Fasig-Tipton 
Company at Belmont Park last week pro- 
vided a demonstration. 

In the two morning sessions, September 
30 and October 1. a total of 83 head were 
disposed of for $689,400, average $8.306. 
On the first day. when consignments from 
John W. Galbreath’s Darby Dan Farm = 
the C. V. Whitney stable were offered, 5 
head aggregated $617,400, average 

The Whitney sale, topped by Vulcan’s 
Forge at $80,000 and Quarter Pole at 
$60,000. comprised 12 horses in training 
for $280.300 and five yearlings for $33,700. 
The average for the horses in training was 
$23,358. The sale was in line with Mr. 
Whitney’s new policy of reducing the size 
of his racing stable and offering a part of 
his yearlings in the market each year. 

Darby Dan Farm. dispersing its racing 
stable, got $200.400 for 14 horses in train- 
ing. William Helis paid the top prices of 
$39,000 each for the 2-year-old colt Dan- 
herst and the 2-year-old filly Delta Queen. 
Mr. Helis, looking toward strengthening 
his New Jersey stud. bought Delta Queen 
and two other daughters of Bull Lea for 
a total of $74,000. Altogether he bought 
five head for $121,000 out of the Galbreath 
dispersal. 

The top price of $80.000 for the good 
stakes winner Vulcan’s Forge in the Whit- 
ney sale was the result of a spirited bid- 
ding battle among I. J. Collins, John B. 
Partridge, and Old Elm Stock Farm. Mr. 
Collins, financier and a leading racing 
figure in Ohio, got the colt. and was a con- 
tender for Quarter Pole, which finally went 
to Frank Frankel for $60,000. Both the 
top-priced colts, 3-year-old sons of *Mah- 
moud, are to be raced in California this 
winter. 

Included in the Mill River consignment

State of Michigan 


Seeks Accounting 


The public administrator of the State of 
Michigan seeks an accounting by the De- 
troit Racing Association of the money held 
by the track for payment of uncashed pari- 
mutuel tickets. The administrator also 
wants to know why the place and show 
prices paid at the track became higher 
after a firm of auditors was employed by 
order of the Michigan State Racing Com- 
mission to check the pari-mutuel calcula- 
tions. 

The administrator is seeking an injunc- 
tion to prevent the DRA from removing 
its assets from the jurisdiction of the Cir- 
cuit Court at Detroit. and also has asked 
for the appointment of a receiver for the 
association. 

The suit was brought as a result of an 
investigation by Lewis L. Bredin. Mich- 
igan’s one-man racing commission. At 
the time the suit was filed, Mr. Bredin 


issued this statement: 

This lawsuit is the result of many months of 
study of the operational methods and audits of 
the D.R.A. and a comparison of the pay-off rec- 
ords and disposition of the money handle of the 
D.R.A. with other tracks throughout the country. 
This study disclosed that the State of Michigan 
has been wilfully defrauded of certain money that 
under the law should have been reported and 
escheated to the State by the D.R.A. 

The State is entitled to a report of the “out 
fund” money unclaimed each year. That is the 
money that accumulated from unpaid or unclaimed 
wagers. This amounts to a large sum each year, 
and should be properly conserved, accounted for, 
and reported to the State seven years after date of 
availability for payment, and should escheat to 
the State and particularly for the benefit of the 
primary school system. It was discovered that this 
money was kept in a private safe deposit box of 
one of the officials and later at least a part of it 
reported as profits of the track. It is believed that 
some of it was spent for other purposes. 

This case is designed to disclose the methods 
whereby the public and the State has been de- 
frauded of huge sums. It will inquire into the 
reason that the place and show prices in the pay- 
off of bets were notoriously low for years. When 
the present racing commissioner placed Ernst and 
Ernst, auditors, in charge of the audit of bets and 
prices, these place and show prices instantly be- 
came just as notoriously high as they had been 
low. It is desired to know the reason for this. 

It is believed the “out funds” money should have 
been always a greater portion of the total handle 
than shown and that other manipulation of money 
wagered has contributed to a greater loss in revenue 
to the State. 

The case will show that the D.R.A. failed to 
file proper reports in accordance with the laws of 
the State concerning the “‘out fund” from 1935 on, 
and that this “out fund” money was converted and 
appropriated to the use of the D.R.A. over all these 
years. 

It will ask an injunction to restrain the D.R.A. 
from removing its assets from the jurisdiction of 
the court or concealing them; it will inquire into 
all of the methods of handling of the money and 


its disposition, and it will ask a receiver to be ap- 
pointed to marshall and hold the assets of the 
D.R.A. until the final disposition of the case; and, 
finally it will explain why I am unalterably op- 
posed to giving the D.R.A. further license to main- 
tain and operate racing in Michigan. The license 
to race in Michigan will be given only with the 
thought of protecting the betting public and the 
State which grants the license. 


The Detroit Racing Association has con- 
ducted racing at the State fair grounds in 
Detroit since 1933. Its 15-year lease on 
the property for racing purposes expired 
this year. During most of its life the De- 
troit group was headed by Edward Strong, 
of Cleveland, who died last January. He 
was succeeded by George Lewis, of Detroit, 
who was an executive of the track for sey- 
eral years. 

Plans for racing at the fair grounds in 
1949 have not been settled, Mr. Bredin told 
THe Broop-Horse last week. Two new 
groups are contemplating the construction 
of tracks in the Detroit area. They are 
the Michigan Racing Association and the 
Thoroughbred Turf Club. Both are ex- 
pected to apply for permission to race at 
the fair grounds next year, since it is un- 
likely that they could build new tracks be- 
fore 1950. 


In connection with the efforts by the two 
organizations to enter Detroit racing, Mr. 
Bredin repeated an earlier statement: “It 
is still the commissioner’s opinion, how- 
ever, that two tracks are unnecessary at 
this time. and I still urge a merger of the 
two interests.”

Lovely Night did not race at four and only started a couple of times at five. 
At six he won his first four starts in jumping races—he won the Amagansett, 
Cagliostro Hurdle Handicaps and Shillelah Steeplechase Handicap, and finished 
second in the Broad Hollow Steeplechase Handicap. 

His dam, Snooze, won seven races and also produced the stakes winners, 
Pompey’s Pillar, Royal Nap, Scholarship, and Slumber Song. 

Lovely Night entered the stud in 1943. His first crop of eight foals, now 
three-year-olds, five of which have started, include the stakes winners Lovely 
Imp (Polly Drummond Stakes), Sweet Dream (Gazelle Stakes), Ekard (handi- 
cap winner), and the winners Miss Loretta, Varodi (at 2 and 3), and Vim. His 
two year-old winners, 1948, are Miboys Sugar and Charm Prince. 

For the 1949 season, Lovely Night will stand at $500, money refunded if 
mare is not in foal October 1. Also standing at High Hope Farm are the stal- 
lions Vincentive and Pass Out. 
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Hindu Spy. by Discovery out of Hindu Queen by “Sickle, with her 1948 filly foal by Alsab. 


Alsab needs no introduction as a race horse. 
As a sire he has produced the stakes fillies 
Myrtle Charm and Alsab’s Day from his first 
crop of foals. 

Hindu Spy was a good winner and is a 
daughter of the Alabama winner Hindu Queen; 
her female line traces back to the great mare (Good Goods____- 
Summit by Ultimus. This is Hindu Spy’s sec- 
ond foal; her first is now a yearling. 

The pedigree is interesting in that it con- 
tains a triple of Fair Play, a double of *Light 
Brigade, and three crosses of Domino; two 
through Alsab and one through Hindu Spy.
